WHEREAS,  Former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  is  a  military  base  located  on 
Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  (together,  the  "Base"),  which  is  currently  owned  by 
the  United  States  of  America  (the  "Navy");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Base  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  its 
subsequent  amendments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  2,  1997,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No.  380-97, 
authorizing  the  Mayor's  Treasure  Island  Project  Office  to  establish  a  nonprofit  public  benefit 
corporation  known  as  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (the  "Authority")  to  act  as  a 
single  entity  focused  on  the  planning,  redevelopment,  reconstruction,  rehabilitation,  reuse  and 
conversion  of  the  Base  for  the  public  interest,  convenience,  welfare  and  common  benefit  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and 
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WHEREAS,  With  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  City  and  the  Authority 
have  entered  into  a  Cooperative  Agreement  and  ten  Modifications  to  the  Cooperative 
Agreement  with  the  Navy  under  which  the  City  (initially)  and  the  Authority  (subsequently) 
agreed  to  assume  certain  responsibilities  for  (i)  operation  and  maintenance  for  the  water, 
waste  water,  storm  water,  electric  and  gas  utility  systems  on  the  Base,  (ii)  security  and  public 
health  and  safety  services,  (iii)  grounds  and  street  maintenance  and  repair,  and  (iv)  property 
management  and  caretaker  services;  for  the  periods  from  October  1 ,  1 997  through  to  the 
present,  the  Navy  has  agreed  to  reimburse  the  City  and  the  Authority  for  costs  incurred 
pursuant  to  the  Cooperative  Agreement  and  all  its  Modifications  up  to  $12,704,213.00;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  and  the  Navy  wish  to  extend  the  term  of  the  Cooperative 
Agreement  to  June  September  30,  2002  and  increase  the  amount  of  the  Navy's 
reimbursement  obligation  by  an  additional  $145,000  by  entering  into  the  4414th  Modification  to 
the  Cooperative  Agreement  in  substantially  the  form  of  the  Cooperative  Agreement 
Modification  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.     012180        (the  "4444th 
Modification");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority's  organizational  documents  require  the  Board  of 
Supervisors'  approval  of  any  contract  that  the  Authority  enters  into  prior  to  the  adoption  of  a 
redevelopment  plan  for  the  Base  if  the  contract  is  worth  more  than  $1 ,000,000  or  has  a  term 
of  10  years  or  more;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Cooperative  Agreement  and  all  its  Modifications  is  a  contract  for  an 
amount  in  excess  of  $1 ,000,000;  now  therefore,  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  hereby  approves  the  4414th  Modification  and  authorizes 
the  Authority  to  execute  and  enter  into  the  4414th  Modification  in  substantially  the  form  of  the 
Cooperative  Agreement  Modification  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No. 

012180        and  any  additions,  amendments  or  other  modifications  to  such  4414th 
Modification  (including,  without  limitation,  its  exhibits)  that  the  Executive  Director  of  the 
Authority  or  her  designee  determines,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  are  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  Authority  and  do  not  otherwise  materially  increase  the  obligations  or  liabilities 
of  the  Authority,  and  are  necessary  or  advisable  to  effectuate  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this 
resolution,  retroactive  to  October  1 .

Governing  Administrative  Proceeding  or  Suit.] 

Resolution  approving  the  City  Attorney's  entry  into  an  Extension  of  Tolling  Agreement 
governing  administrative  proceeding  or  suit  by  the  United  States  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  and  the  Casmalia  Resources  Site  Steering  Committee,  effective 
December  7.  2001. 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Environmental  Protection  Agency  ("EPA")  claims  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  shipped  hazardous  wastes  to  the  Casmalia  Superfund 
Site,  which  is  a  hazardous  waste  landfill  in  Santa  Barbara  County  ("the  Site");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  EPA  has  stated  its  intent  to  initiate  an  administrative  proceeding  or  a 
lawsuit  under  the  Comprehensive  Environmental  Response,  Compensation  and  Liability  Act 
against  the  City,  in  which  EPA  would  seek  an  order  requiring  the  City  to  participate  in  the 
costs  of  cleaning  up  and  closing  the  Site;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Casmalia  Resources  Site  Steering  Committee  ("Committee")  has 
stated  its  intent  to  bring  a  lawsuit  against  the  City  for  contribution  and  partial  indemnity  for  the 
costs  of  complying  with  a  consent  decree  into  which  the  Committee  members  have  entered 
with  EPA  requiring  the  same  cleanup  and  closing;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  entered  into  an  agreement  by  which  the  statute  of  limitations  on 
any  proceeding  or  lawsuit  by  EPA  or  the  Committee  against  the  City  be  tolled,  or  suspended, 
for  18  months  ("Tolling  Agreement"),  effective  on  June  7,  2000  (Resolution  294-00);  and 

WHEREAS,  On,  October  15,  2001,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  Resolution  787- 
01 ,  approving  a  cash-  settlement  of  these  claims  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $1 80,000;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Though  imminent,  the  EPA  has  not  yet  entered  into  a  final  agreement  with 
the  City  or  other  potentially  responsible  parties  to  finally  resolve  liability  at  the  Site;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  EPA  and  Committee  has  requested,  and  the  City  Attorney 
recommends,  that  the  City  agree  to  extend  the  existing  Tolling  Agreement  by  an  additional  18 
months  in  order  to  allow  for  final  settlement  without  litigation;  now  therefore  be  it, 

RESOLVED,  that  pursuant  to  Section  10.22  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code, 
the  entry  by  the  City  into  an  Amendment  to  Tolling  Agreement  is  hereby  approved,  effective 
December  7.  2001.

WHEREAS,  The  Official  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Plan  designates  a  citywide  network  of 
bicycle  routes  to  provide  a  safe  and  convenient  way  to  travel  by  bicycle;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Bicycle  Plan  denotes  that  a  major  bikeway  connection  is  needed  in 
the  westbound  direction  in  the  South  of  Market  Area  to  parallel  the  eastbound  bicycle  lanes  on 
Folsom  Street;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Howard  Street  is  a  designated  bike  route  (Route  30)  of  the  City's  Bicycle 
Route  Network,  according  to  the  Official  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Plan;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Striped  bicycle  lanes  are  believed  to  encourage  increased  and  safer 
cycling,  as  well  as  greater  awareness  of  cyclists  among  drivers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Increased  bicycle  commuting  reduces  dependency  on  automobiles,  thus 
decreasing  congestion,  air  pollution  and  parking  needs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  alternatives  to  a  striped  bicycle  lane  on  Howard  Street  are  deficient 
and  inadequate,  as  Mission  Street  serves  as  a  major  transit  artery,  and  as  Folsom  Street  is  a 
one-way  eastbound  street,  and  as  Harrison  Street  serves  as  a  busy  touchdown  point  for 
freeway  ramps  with  heavy,  fast-moving  traffic,  which  is  not  adequate  for  a  bike  route;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Municipal  Railway  has  recently  shifted  bus  traffic  from  Howard  Street 
to  Harrison  Street  between  the  Embarcadero  and  Eleventh  Street;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  conversion  of  a  part-time  tow-away  lane  to  a  full-time  parking  lane 
addresses  neighborhood  parking  needs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Improving  pedestrian  safety  conditions  is  of  great  importance  in  San 
Francisco,  and  the  addition  of  a  bicycle  lane  provides  traffic  calming,  as  well  as  a  pedestrian 
buffer  from  moving  traffic,  and  discourages  bicyclists  from  riding  on  sidewalks;  now.  therefore,

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  the  highest  5150  rate  in  the  state.   5150's  are 
incidents  of  people  being  involuntarily  detained  for  72  hours  for  psychiatric  evaluation  (Bill 
McConnell,  Division  of  Mental  Health,  1996);  and, 

WHEREAS,  Stated  by  the  MacArthur  Risk  Assessment  in  August  1999,  individuals  with 
mental  illnesses  are  more  likely  to  be  victims  of  violence,  rather  than  perpetrators;  and 

WHEREAS,  One  in  four  calls  to  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  are  in  response 
to  individuals  in  psychiatric  crisis,  or  individuals  "acting  with  bizarre  behavior"  ("Dr.  Forrest 
Fulton"  San  Francisco  Police  Department,  1999);  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  is  an  existing  effective  curriculum  for  this  training,  but  there  is  not 
sufficient  funding  to  provide  the  training  as  frequently  as  is  necessary  to  train  an  adequate 
number  of  officers;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  Police 
Commission  and  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  to  make  sure  that  in  two  years,  25%  of 
First  Responders  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Officers  per  shift,  per  station  complete  this 
training;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  within  one  year  at  least  12-13%  of  First  Responders  per 
shift,  per  station  must  have  completed  this  training;  including  those  who  have  supervising 
authority  when  responding  to  an  individual  with  a  psychiatric  crisis;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  training  is  maintained  at  current  quality  levels  until 
such  time  all  police  officers  are  trained;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  in  June  of  2002,  and  every  six  months  thereafter,  the 
Police  Department  shall  report  to  a  Committee  of  the  Board  regarding  the  status  and  success 
of  the  Police  Crisis  Intervention  Training  for  Police  Officers.

4  Section  10.  Series  2002   Project  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City 

5  Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Educational  Facilities 

6  Bonds,  1997  -  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District)  Project  Account  (the  "Project  Account") 

7  created  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation 

8  Bonds  (Educational  Facilities  Bonds,  1997  -  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District),  Series 

9  2002_  Project  Account  (the  "Series  2002_  Project  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart 

10  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series 

1 1  2002_  Project  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  2002_  Project  Account.  Amounts  in  the 

12  Series  2002_  Project  Account  shall  be  expended  for  the  acquisition,  construction  and 

13  reconstruction  of  educational  facilities  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing 

14  Resolution. 

15  Amounts  in  the  Series  2002_  Project  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 

16  City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 

17  commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2002_  Project  Account  with  other  City 

18  moneys  or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2002_  Project  Account  into  a  separate  fund 

19  or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the 

20  Series  2002_  Project  Account  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding 

21  any  such  commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

22  The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 

23  of  the  Bonds,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance  associated  with  the  Bonds.  Costs  of 

24  issuance  of  the  Bonds  shall  include,  without  limitation,  bond  and  financial  printing  expenses, 

25  mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating  agency  fees,  the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying 
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1  agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants  and  bond  counsel  and  the  reimbursement  of 

2  departmental  expenses  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds. 

3  Section  11.  Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 

4  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem 

5  desirable  and  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  8  hereof  relating  to  payments  and  redemption 

6  notices  to  owners  of  the  Bonds  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures  of 

7  such  depository.  Neither  the  City  nor  the  City  Treasurer  will  have  any  responsibility  or  obligation

1 9  under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent,  fiscal 

20  agent,  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Bonds  or  may  assist  the  City  Treasurer  in  performing  any 

21  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  Such  agents 

22  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  City

24  Section  12.  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Bonds  may  be 

25  provided  for  prior  to  maturity  by  irrevocably  depositing  with  the  City  Treasurer  (or  any

Resolution  urging  the  California  State  Assembly  to  enact 
legislation  establishing  civil  unions. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  which  has  a 
diverse  population  of  ethnic  and  cultural  groups  including  same- 
sex  domestic  partners,  has  a  particular  stake  in  the  protection 
and  expansion  of  civil  rights  for  all  people;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  U.S.   Census  data,  approximately 
400,000  same-gender  couples  reside  in  California  and  many  of 
them  are  registered  domestic  partners  raising  children  together; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Same-gender  domestic  partners,   in  a  free  and  non- 
discriminatory society,   deserve  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
married  couples;  and, 

WHEREAS,   Without  the  same  legal  rights,  protections, 
benefits,   and  responsibilities,   gay  and  lesbian  families  suffer 
numerous  obstacles  and  hardships  which  directly  harms  them,  and 
leads  to  numerous  costs  to  third  parties  and  the  State;  and, 

WHEREAS,   The  concept  of  civil  unions,   established  in  the 
state  of  Vermont  in  2000,   provides  a  remedy  to  the  inequalities 
faced  by  gay  and  lesbian  domestic  partners  without  violating 
section  308.5  of  the  California  Family  Code  commonly  known  as 
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the  Knight  Initiative  or  Proposition  22  which  was  passed  on 
March  7,   20  00;  and, 

WHEREAS,   The  California  Family  Protection  Act  sponsored  by

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  remains  committed  to  the  goal  of  eradicating 
homelessness;  and 

WHEREAS,  Supervisor  Chris  Daly  and  dozens  of  community  leaders  called  for  the  San 
Francisco  Summit  on  Homelessness  to  raise  awareness  and  understanding  of  the  underlying 
causes  of  homelessness;  and 

WHEREAS,  Supervisors  Tom  Ammiano,  Tony  Hall,  and  Gavin  Newsom  have 
introduced  well-researched  proposals  at  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  help  address 
homelessness;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City's  official  policy — the  Continuum  of  Care  plan — involved  the  work 
of  hundreds  of  participants  from  all  sectors  of  the  community  and  non-profit  organizations,  the 
goals  of  the  Homeless  Summit  are  to  help  coordinate  their  efforts  in  eradicating 
homelessness;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  goal  of  the  Continuum  of  Care  plan  is  to  move  toward  a  continuum  of 
integrated  services  that  addresses  the  causes  of  homelessness  in  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  outcome  of  the  San  Francisco  Summit  on  Homelessness  is  to  raise 
public  awareness  by  bringing  all  stakeholders  to  the  table  to  discuss  the  Continuum  of  Care 
plan  and  generate  an  ongoing,  productive  dialogue  on  ending  homelessness;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  supports  the  goals  of  the 
Homeless  Summit  to  be  held  March  7,  2002;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  directs  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
to  properly  notice  this  meeting  so  that  a  quorum  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may 
attend  if  they  are  interested  in  doing  so. 
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Resolution  supporting  the  San  Francisco  Summit  on  Homelessness,  scheduled  for  March  7,  2002  and 
designed  to  discuss  the  Continuum  of  Care  plan  with  the  goal  of  coordinating  the  efforts  from  all 
community  stakeholders  to  meet  the  goal  of  eradicating  homelessness  in  San  Francisco.
